□ There Is much uneasiness In Mad!- 
soovllle, over the report that the strik- 
ing miners will attempt to prevent the 
nonunion men In Hopkins county from 
going to work In the mines, It Is fear- 
ed that violence will be attempted 
and an extra force of guards Is on duty 
at the mines. 

Secretary of Slate Hill has Issued a 
circular letter to the county clerk* of 
various counties In the Statu, calling 
their attention to tha necessity for Im- 
mediate action In order to secure bal- 
lot paper for the coming election In 
November.

Gangrene was the nause of the presi- 
dent’s death, and there Is a theory that 
the bullet was poisoned. The autopsy 
of the physician* demonstrated that 
the wound wa* fatal from the start and 
that death wa* unavoidable by any 
surgical or medical treatment. It was 
alto found that there was no evi- 
dence of repair on the part of nature. 
Instead, the path of the bullet was sur- 
rounded by a gangrenous development 
at large lo area as a silver dollar. This 
wa* true of both bole* In the abdomi- 
nal wall and stomach. In the upper end 
of the kidney, through which the bul- 
let wa* found to bave passed and alto 
Itwa* discovered that the pancreas 
was Involved. Dr. Wasdln w«f sup- 
ported by others In the theory that the 
bullet was poisoned, and a chemical 
and bacteriological examination of the 
remaining bullets lo the pistol will be 
held to ascertain whether such was the 
case. The autopsy developed that the 
wall* of the heart were thin, but Dr. 
Maon say* the president did not have a 
tobacco heart, a* wa* supposed by 
many. 

There were private services at the 
Mtiburn House, Buffalo, Sunday morn- 
ing over the remains of President Me- 
Klnley and during the afternoon the 
body lay In state lo the Buffalo City 
Hall. Mooday the body was taken to 
Washington sod the passing of the fu- 
neral train was marked by the tolling 
of bell*. Last night the body retied In 
Executive Mansion aod at 10 o'clock 
this morning the body will be taken to 
tbe rotunda of the Capitol, where it 
will lie In state until 12 o'clock Wed- 
nesday, wdcd tbe public funeral, to 
which tickets will be Issued, will be 
held. At 2:30 o'clock Wednesday af- 
ternoon the body will be taken to Cao- 
ton, where tbe Anal ceremonies will 
lake place, cooducled by the citizens 
under the direction of a committee ap- 
pointed by the mayor.

\ ice President Koosevell reached 
Buffalo Saturday afternoon and, after 
an official call of condolence at the Mil 
burn home, took the oath of office a* 
president at tbe residence of Aosley 
Wilcox. He was nervous through- 
out aod tears were on his cheeks as be 
repeated the oath administered by 
Judge Hazel, of tbe United States Dis- 
trict Court. Directly after the oath 
had been administered, President 
Hoosevelt asked the raembor* of tbe 
Cabinet for a conference, after which 
he annonneed that he had assurances 
that tbe Cabinet would remain at bis 
request at least for the present. As be 
was about to take the oaih Hoosevelt 
•aid: “It shall be my atm to continue 
absolutely unbroken the policy of Pres- 
ident McKinley for the peace, prosper- 
ity and honor of our beloved country.” 
Hi* first official act was the Issuance of 
a proclamation setting apart Thursday 
as a day of mourning, on which day he 
call* upon the people to assemble at 
their respective places of worship 

The new* of the president’s death 
was broken to Mrs. McKinley by her 
sister, Mr*. Barber. She displayed un- 
expected calmness. Mrs. McKinley re- 
mained In her room all day. It has not 
yet. been determined whether she shall 
participate In tbe public funeral at 
Washington or go direct to Canton. 

A death mask of President McKin- 
ley’s face was made Sunday morning. 
Tbe mask was taken by Fdward L. A. 
Pauscb, of Hartford, Conn. Pauscb 
has modeled tbe features of many of 
tbe distinguished men who bave died 
in this country In recent years. Tbe 
mask Is a faithful reproduction of tbe 
presidents feature*. 

Special memorial services were held 
In tbe churches throughout tbe coun- 
try Sunday lo honor of the dead presi- 
dent. 



Grover Cleveland, the only living 
ex-presldent, will attend Mr. McKin- 
ley's burlrl. 

The sudden collap.e of Preside nt Me 
Klnley was due to the presence of toxic 
poison In the system, caused bv imper- 
fectly digested food 

The congregations of the churches 
at Danville uolied Sunday night in 
memorial services for the death of 
President McKlolev. 

Mrs. McKinley Is lo a greatly weak- 
ened state, and. lo spile of her efforts 
to be stroog, collapsed at tbe depot in 
Buffalo before boarding tbe funeral 
Iralo. 

An anarchist at Martiosvllle, Ind., 
who expressed pleasure at tba death of 
tbe president, was taken from his 
borne, stripped, tied to a tree and se‘ 
verely flogged. 

Leon Czolgosz, tbe assassin of Presi- 
dent McKinley, will be tried before tbe 
regular term of the New York supreme 
court, Gov. Odell having declined to 
call a special session. 

Tbe death of President McKinley 
has caused an outburst of sympathy In 
Great Britain, aod King Fdward has 
ordered tbe Kngllsb court to wear em 
bit' ms of mourning for a week. 

An Indictment against Czolgosz for 
the murder of tbe president will prob- 
ably be haoded up by tbe grand jury 
today, and his arraignment before the 
supreme court will quickly follow. 

A mob stormed tbe Chicago jail Sat 
urdav night with tbe Intention of 
lynching the anarchist suspects under 
confinement there, but was dispersed 
bv tbe police on reaching the jail door. 

Acting Postmaster General Shallen- 
berger has Issued tbe following order: 
"Out of respect to tbe memory of our 
late president, all postoffices will be 
closed on Thursday, Sept. ID, after 10 
o'clock a. M.” 

Philip King, In a discussion of tbe 
financial outlook, expresses tbe opinion 
ibnt President 'loosevolt will rise to 
tbe occasion, and he thinks the effect 
of the change of administration I* al- 
ready discounted. 

It Is probable that tbe president's as- 
sassin will be Indicted for murder at 
once In Buffalo nod bl* trial will come 
up In tbe Supreme court of New York 
State Monday, Sept. 2-3. The penalty 
of hi* crime I* death lo the electric 
chair. 

President McKloley left a will. Tbe 
instrument wa* executed some lltne be- 
fore tbe shooting, aod at no time dur- 
ing bis final suffering was there aoy 
wish or occasion to revise It or to frame 
a codicil. It leaves tbe bulk of hi* 
property to Mrs. McKinley. How much 
the estate Is worth can not be stated 
wltb exactness.

The murderous bullet of the anar- 
chist assassin finally did Its deadly 
work and seven and a half days after It 
was fired into tbe president's vitals the 
spirit of nature's nobleman, the states- 
man and chrlstlaD gentleman winged 
lie (light to dwell forever with Him, 
wbo said, “Be thou faithful unto death 
and I will give thee a crown of life." 
Tbe end came at 2:15 Saturday morn- 
ing, after seven bours of unconscious- 
ness following a touching scene with 
hit wife wbom be sent for. As sbe re- 
sponded to bis call, be attempted to 
cham "Nearer My God to Thee." 
There were a few words of affectionate 
greeting and Mr. McKinley lapsed Into 
unconsciousness, his last audible words 
being "Good-bye, all; good-bye. It la 
God’s way. His will be done.” Tbe 
shock of tbe president's sudden collapse 
was almost as Intense as the news of his 
assassination, which came like a thun- 
derbolt from a clear sky. Tbe country 
bad been buoyed up by favorable bulle- 
tins from his bedside and hope bad in- 
spired every manly breast tbat tbe 
great and good man would be spared to 
the nation and to bis loving wife. But 
man proposes and God disposes and to- 
day the whole country is bowed with 
grief, tbe nature of tbe president’s tak- 
ing off adding indignation to sorrow. 
There was neither reason nor excuse 
for tbe deed. Tbe country was In pro- 
found peace at home and tbe president 
was the most ktnd'.y of meo, His ad* 
ministration was conservative and pa 
trlotlc and was reflecting credit alike 
on him and tbe people. Tbe occasion 
was a grand social gathering, tbe na- 
ture of which is witnessed In no other 
country. The president was receiving 
and shaking bands with bis fellow- 
citizens and bad extended his band to 
tbe vile wretch, who, acting under or- 
ders of bis red-banded crowd, wbo de- 
spise all forms of government and bate 
all rulers, fired tbe fatal sbot. The 
deed emphasizes tbe Imperative demand 
that anarchy shall be stamped from 
this country aud If It results in tbe 
banging, Incarceration or banishment 
of every one wbo bolds the same views 
as Czolgosz, President McKinley will 
not have died In vain, deplorable as is 
bis death.

Three children are left to mourn the loss 
of a loving father, Mrs. John S. Coop- 
er, C. A. Redd, Jr , and Dr Bob Redd.

The proposition to issue graded 
school bonds, referred lo lo our last 
Issue, should be defeated for maoy rea- 
s ms. Wbat we sadly need it a reduc- 
tion rather than ao Increase of the rate 
of Mxatloo. Tbe State now collects 
I *Ttc oo the 1100; the couoty can go as 
high as 3* cents, aod with tbe turnpikes 
to pay for and maiotalo, tbe rate can 
never be much, If aov, under tbe limit, 
Tbe town may levy as much as 75c, and 
If the saloons should be voted out, tbe 
full amount will be required to run tbe 
city government. The school tax is now 
40c, and If the bonds are Issued, 35c ad 
dlilonal may be added, making a total 
of 12.474c that may be levied oo a per- 
son residing In town, If all should reach 
the limit, which Is generally tbe case. 
A low u mao, therefore, would have to 
| pay about ooe-balf of his Income, as 
money now goes begglog at 5 per cent. 
High taxes ruin any place and Stanford 
has already felt their effect. It. bank- 
ing capital has been reduced from 9450, - 
000 to 91011,000 aod every mao with a 
surplus dollar Is buying farming lands 
and, st' ange as it may seem, some of 
tbe most enthusiastic graded school 
advocates are among the number. 
Moreover, If tbe bonds should be vot- 
ed, It wiy b j Impossible to sell them 
wltb a suit pending lo lest the validity 
of the graded school election, aod the 
amount asked for, 112,000, Is at least 
double what It should be. Don't forget 
the date, aod place, Saturday, Sept. 21, 
at tbe public school building. Be on 
hand and vote against the proposition. 

Weatherford.— Wm. D. Weather- 
ford died at bis borne near Hustonvllle 
about 10 o'clock Friday night after a 
lingering Illness, aged 47. The news 
of his death was received here a few 
momenta later aod a gloom was cast 
over his legion of friends, who bad 
known him for years and who loved 
him for bis numerous noble traits pf 
character. Affable as men get to be 
aod well postod.be was a most Interest- 
ing aod pleaslog conversationalist and 
his companionship was always sought 
after. He was a Chesterfield In man- 
ners aod a gentleman In all the word 
Implies. Liberal hearted and liberal 
minded, Mr. Weatherford gave freely of 
bis means to many good causes. Includ- 
ing the various churches of bis town. 
His devotion to his aged mother was 
beautiful indeed aod It is not strange 
tbal the Is crushed by bis taking away. 
Her sorrow at his grave brought tears 
to many eyes and would have melted a 
heart of stone. Her oldest son, who 
had filled the place made vacant by the 
death of bis father, had been snatched 
from ber and all It dark and gloomy to 
her. May He who doeth all things 
well comfort her In her great loss, God 
grant that the sister and brothers, who 
loved him so dearly, shall soon realize 
that 'tie belter for those who have gone 
before tbao those wbo are left behind. 
"Billy" Weatherford, as he was atfoc- 
llODately called, was an Intimate friend 
of tbe writer, whose grief at bis death 
Is assuaged only by a realization that 
his sufferings are ended and a hope 
that he is better off.
